Tea 

Tea has been cultivated in China 
and Japan since the dawn of history— 
and ncbody knows how long before. It 
is the faverite drink in some countries. 
To make good tea, first scald the pot 
to freshen it before use. Measure one 
teaspoon of tea for each cup of water. 
Pour over the tea leaves freshly boiling 
water, as water which has been boiled 
for some time has a flat taste. Set the 
tea in a hot place where it will keep 
hot, but not boil, for three minutes, 
‘4. strain the tea from the leaves. 


Some like their tea clear, some with ; 


only sugar in it, some with cream and 
ugar and some with lemon. For var- 
iety, cloves may be used instead of the 
lemon or with it. To rub loaf sugar 
over the rind of an orange gives it a 
delicate orange taste. Lemon slices or 
sprigs of mint are often served with 
iced tea. To steep tea too long draws 
eut the tannin, which is harmful.
